Individual performances were always good, in some cases rising to a profess- 
ional level. Thus, the weaker parts of this revue must be attributed to the script, 
and it is the unfortunate script-writers who will be on the receiving end of the flying 
brick-bats. Theirs is a thankless task; they always get the blame and never the 
praise ! 

The chief criticism is one concerning "pace". In some instances, notably in 
the opening judging scene and in the first scene in Miss Vanwellbuilt' s boudoir, the 
script dragged. It also failed to take advantage of the possibilities offered by the 
culinary and prize-giving scenes and later on, in the duel between the royal father 
and son, spoilt a good idea by bemg too long-winded. 

The high- spot of the evening was the typewriter recital given by Mr. Loverboy 
LeBrace. During this, one dear old lady in the audience was heard to cry out in 
anguished tones, "Oh! Look what they are doing to Liberace". The chorus-line was 
as near to perfection as is possible and the choir was excellent, especially in the 
finale. Other noteworthy selections were the slave dance at the opening of act 2, the 
pantomime, rope trick, western interlude, dance of the three sailors, harem dance, 
and ballet dance . 

The two female leads were competently executed by Gail Phillips and Claire 
Sutherland. It was a pity, however, that the male leads were not given more scope 
to display their talents and it is to be regretted that Claire Sutherland was so obviously 
miscast in her part. A solution to the latter problem would be difficult, but it might 
have been found in changing the part itself. 

Special credit must be given to Claire Sutherland and Cecil Jack for their 
wonderful work on the songs and music for the show; Janet Lawson for her fine job 
of choreography; Pamela Hackett for a good and courageous performance on very 
short notice; John Pick and Dick Evans for their work as producer and director 
respectively . 

Finally, congratulations to all who were in. or behind, this creditable production

(as if there had not been enough theatre digested for one day) some members of the 
cast spent the remainder of the evening watching an excellently performed C„R T. play 
WuL this high standard before them, the cast spent the following day polishing the last 
Tpecks from the 'Twisty Windows'. Last minute disasters are almost inevitable, never 
theless the least expected occurred as. due to unusual stresses and strains, he vocal 
chords of the leading lady succumbed. The director's frantic efforts at revival with 
honey and warm milk deserve the highest mention, but only a partial repair was 



ichieved. The remaining tremors however added rather than subtracted to the atmos- 
Dhere of the play. It may be thought that two hours is ample time to robe and grease- 
paint seven people, but all occupants of the make-up room, and the make-up artist 
lerself were near hysteria as the hour approached and final adjustments accumulated. 
Beneath the external chaos, some very competent work had been done on the scenery, 
md thus the final product of six weeks labour was performed between mildewed walls 
ind barred doors. There were no mishaps, but the actors are hardly in a position to 
iudge audience reaction; suffice it to say that a hardened photographer so forgot him- 
self that he omitted to press the button, and a further indication might be that cele- 
brations continued that evening until well into the following morning. 

Saturday saw the remaining six plays, and following the last, the adjudi- 
:ator, Mrs. Julia Murphy gave her fmal appreciation. Top honours went to University 
Df Toronto with the best play, best actor, and best actress. Success was celebrated 
3y, and disappointment alleviated with, the farewell party, the stage becoming a bar, 
Duffet, - and dance hall . 

The Drama Festival has been an artistic if not a financial success and 
Macdonald College may rightly be proud of its contribution. It might be in place to 
ipologize here for the inadequacies of the dress rehearsal witnessed by some here at 
Mac. To end with the words of the adjudicator;- "The House with the Twisty Windows', 
vas an example of good understanding on the part of the actors and director of the 
Dlay's variations on the theme of fear."

ENTOMOLOGISTS WIN BOOTH COMPETITION 

The Entomology option emerged as winners in this yearns renewal of the 
inter-option booth competition at the Macdonald College Royal „ 

The judging of the booths preceded the official opening of the Royal held 
on Tuesday, February 22. So keen was the rivalry that the opening of the Royal was 
delayed for some 20 minutes while the Judges deliberated on the question of who 
should be the winner. 

In declaring the winner, Mr. Frank Ryan ^ one of the Judges, emphasized 
the fact that only with strict reference to the theme "Parade of Achievement" were 
the Judges able to select a winner from those placed first, second and third. "The 
timeliness and importance of aerial spraying in the control of insect pests, so vividly 
displayed by the Entomology Boothr -finally swayed the Judges in their favour", Mr. 
Ryan remarked. 

In second place was the Animal Husbandry booth, which in a very realistic 
manner showed the growing importance of artificial insemination in the Cattle Breed- 
ing Industry through the development of Frozen Semen. The Agronomy booth was 
placed third, and received praise for the effectiveness with which they brought out 
their motto "Achievement Brings Prosperity". Receiving honourable mention were the 
Poultry, Teachers', and Plant Pathology booths. 

A large and representative gathering attended m the gym and saw the 
Queen of the Royal, Joyce Wideman present the shield to David Gray, representing 
the Entomology option.
